While Applicants submit that the 
specification provides both sufficient enablement and adequate written description for the broader 
sequences, to expedite prosecution, the claims have been amended to recite SEQ ID NO: 15 alone and 
Applicants therefore request that these rejections be withdrawn. Applicants reseive the right to 
prosecute the broader claims in any fimire related application, and respectfully request that the 
Examiner not renew claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 in the above-referenced case.
